The municipality at a Glance 

4.3 Municipal Spatial Development Patterns 

4.3.1 Background 


The existing development pattern of Mbombela Local Municipality is still as a result of the 
interaction of the variety of factors namely: 

• Segregation laws prior to 1994, which separated the communities and divided the area into 
different areas with different levels of development; 

• Policies with regard to zonings; 

• Topographical factors providing two major river catchment areas viz the Crocodile River 
providing drainage for the South and Sable River providing for the North; 

• Steep slopes restricting development; 

• Major routes which include the N4/7, Road R40 (Nelspruit-White River), Road PI 0/1 
(Nelspruit-Barberton), P799 (Nelspruit-Kaapschehoop-Ngodwana), P93/1 (Sudwala-Sabie), 
P2/10 (N4/7-Sudwala), P9/2 (Nelspruit-Sabie), PI 89/1 (White River-Sabie), PI 7/6 (White 
River-Hazyview), Road 205 (Nelspruit-Hazyview),P636 (N4-Airport-White River), Road 
2298 (KaNyamazane) and the proposed road PI 86/2 providing regional and sub regional 
accessibility with restricted local accessibility. Most District roads are not tarred; 
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• The Maputo , White River and Phalaborwa railway lines and 

• Agriculture & Forestry 

The above resulted in an urban and rural form consisting of urban , peri-urban, semi urban, rural, 
commercial agricultural, communal agricultural and forestry areas grouped into different functional 
areas with different levels of development. 


4.3.2 Urban Development 

The urban development in Mbombela Local Municipality is supported by the following defined 
development axis: 

• A highly developed Western axis supported by R40 road providing the economic nodes of 
Nelspruit, Rocky Drift and White River; 

• The N4 route which forms a southern axis, providing the backbone to the Maputo corridor 
initiative providing direct accessibility to the economic nodes of Ngodwana, Sappi and 
Nelspruit. It passes settlements of Tekwane, KaNyamazane and Matsulu South of the 
Crocodile River; 

• A secondary Eastern development axis consisting of low income urban and rural residential 
areas supported by sub standard road system consisting the following main roads: 

0 D636 (Airport Road) West of the low income areas of KaNyamazane/Tekwane, 
Daantjie/Msogwaba, Dwaleni, Kabokweni and Phathwa; P17/6 (White River- 
Hazyview) providing direct access to Legogote, Jerusalem, Phola, Mahushu, 
Nkambeni and Hazyview; D2296 and D1732 providing access to KaNyamazane and 
Msogwaba/Daantjie respectively; D1411 providing a circular route through 
Kabokweni, Ngodini, Nkohlakalo, Gutswa (kop), Gutswa, Chweni from D636; P258/1 
providing internal accessibility through Daantjie, Msogwaba and Zwelisha. 

0 District roads serving the other isolated settlements 

The above development corridors are linked in the South by N4 route. The R40 and D636 routes 
are 14Km apart and high agricultural lands supported by Crocodile River and White River Systems 
take up the developmental gap. The N4 and R40 axis provides excellent accessibility to the 
Southern and Western development axis respectively and provides catalysts for future 
development. The Eastern axis provides restricted accessibility to a very low income area, 
providing limited opportunities in terms of economic development. 
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The development of Kruger Mpumalanga International Airport (KMIA) on Road D636 is on the 
threshold of the low -income Eastern development axis but has limited accessibility to the Western 
development axis. 

The Airport is 25Km from Nelspruit, 10km from the N4 road, 12km from White River and lOKm 
from Rocky Drift. In order to provide optimal accessibility to the airport upgrading of all the roads in 
the vicinity should be a priority. 


The Eastern development axis consisting of mainly the Nsikazi area representing approximately 
85% of the population of Mbombela internally reflects generally poor quality development and weak 
engineering and infrastructure services. The axis possess of the following aspects restricting 
development: 

• Limited internal accessibility associated with limited tarred bus and taxi routes; 

• Low levels of engineering services including water, sewerage, roads & stormwater control 
and social facilities; 

• Uncontrolled development associated with influx of people and fragmented (dispersed) 
development; 

• The enhancement of sub regional (Municipal) accessibility and upgrading of infrastructure 
remain a prerequisite for economic and social economic development and mobility. 

The Western development axis attracts variety of development including commercial, industrial, 
service, business and residential mainly concentrated in Nelspruit, Rocky Drift, White River and 
Hazyview. Rigid two planning schemes which assured zonings provide for definite land uses within 
certain zones, control development in these areas. Due to the uniformity provided by these 
zonings, a set standard of development is achieved in terms of scale and quality. The Western and 
Southern development axis attracted more than 85% of all industrial/commercial and retail 
developments. 

4.3.3 Rural Development 


The Rural Development experienced the following patterns: 

• The Eastern development axis disposes of a number of rural villages supported by farming 
consisting of subsistence crop production and livestock on communal land; 

• Commercial farming in the Western , Eastern and Southern Areas of Mbombela; 
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• Forestry on higher lying areas 

• Hotels, lodges and guest houses dispersed through the area 

• A variety of non-agriculture land uses and conservation areas. 

The Spatial Development Framework identified the following strategies/priorities in dealing 
with the above developmental disparities:

measures to ensure the delineation of the development areas in order to ensure 

protection of sensitive areas and productive high potential agricultural land. 
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One of the biggest infrastructure investment projects is in the 2010 FIFA Soccer World Cup. We 
have, as a municipality and the nation at large, pledged that the World Cup will leave a proud 
legacy from which our children and our communities will benefit for many years to come. 

Another development which should boost our city of excellence is the roll-out of the digital 
broadcasting infrastructure and signal distribution transmitters as well as the citywide broad band 
connectivity. 

We have to ensure that we do not leave rural areas behind in these exciting developments. 

We are on track to meet all our obligations and are determined to give the world the best World 
Cup ever. 

We are putting a lot of effort to take part and learn from the upcoming Confederations Cup, which 
kicks off on the 14th of June, so that come 2010 we at least know what lies ahead of us. 

This World cup will undoubtedly leave a lasting legacy in terms of road networks infrastructure and 
improved transportation. 

Black Aces 

May we take this opportunity and congratulate the Mpumalanga Black Aces Football Club for 
attaining the status of PSL. This club flew the province’s flag very high when they walloped Thanda 
Royal Zulu on their way to the top. Their achievement was a culmination the many prayers of the 
Mpumalanga people that come 2010 we also have a team in the elite league of football in this 
country. We can now safely say, the Mbombela stadium will not be a white elephant as widely 
anticipated by prophets of doom. 

The Budget 

The planning of the budget preparation process involved consideration of all factors, which 
may have far reaching implications on the annual budget of the municipality. These were; 

a) External Economic factors in particular the global economic crisis 

b) National and Provincial priorities 

c) Policies on tariffs and service charges 
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d) Determination of prudent levels of cash reserves 

e) Development of financial performance measures 

f) An analysis of performance trends in terms of operational and capital budget components 

g) REDS as a risk factor to the municipality in reducing the asset base of the municipality 
significantly if REDS established as Public entity. 


1 External economic factor: economic and social impact of down turn 

While the national and local economies enjoyed lengthy periods of growth during the past 
decade, the global financial slowdown will impinge on this trend over the next few years. This 
is evidenced by a 1 .8% decline in real GDP during the fourth quarter of 2008 the first decline in 
over 10 years. 

For the South African economy, the impacts would result in a reduction in trade and a 
corresponding decline in growth. In terms of local impact from global crisis, a number of small 
companies are undergoing a recession process through a lack of financial resources at their 
disposal. Increased job losses will be experienced as a result of the effects of the down turn 

However with the upcoming 2010 FIFA world cup, a positive marketing impact is expected 
over the next years. 

2. Alignment with National and Provincial Priorities 

The budget must be aligned with National and Provincial initiatives to ensure optimal impact 
from the combined effort of the government 

The 2009 national government budget is framed by five objectives that guide government’s 
policy response to the global economic crisis over the medium term which are as follows; 

• Protecting the poor. 

• Sustaining employment growth and expanding training opportunities 

• Building economic capacity and promoting investment. 

• Addressing the barriers to competitiveness that limits an equitable sharing of opportunities. 

• Maintaining a sustainable debt level so that our actions today do not constrain our 
development tomorrow. 
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In addition, the following Provincial government priorities were taken into consideration in the 
preparation of the 2009/10 budget illustrated below: 

• Promote labour intensive methods to create jobs 

• Supporting the industrial and service sectors to create jobs 

• Reducing the impact of poverty through social services 

• Enhancing social cohesion and developing human capital 

• Strengthening sustainable development 

• Maximizing the benefits from the tourism, agriculture, trade and investment sectors 

• Ensure co-operative governance and aligned integrated and coordinated planning. 

• Spatial integration 

Municipal priorities considered when preparing the 2009/10 budgets are indicated as follows: 

• Managing all revenue streams, especially debtors 

• Protecting the poor from the worst impact of the economic downturn 

• Supporting meaningful local economic development (LED) initiatives that foster micro 
and small business opportunities and job creation. 

• Securing the health of their assets base (especially the municipality’s revenue 
generating assets) by increasing spending on repairs and maintenance 

• Expediting spending on capital projects that are funded by conditional grants. 

• Ensure huge investment in human capital and community development initiatives 


3 Budget Goals 

The goals of the budget are aligned with the National budget goals namely; 

• To accelerate growth 

• Job creation 

• Broadening economic participation 

• Reducing poverty 

• Directing development to historically marginalized sections of the population in the rural 
areas and farms 


To this end the municipality has set aside a considerable amount to address Free Basic Services: 
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4. FREE BASIC SERVICES 


Municipalities play a central role in supporting economic development and alleviating poverty. The 
provision of basic services is a critical input to social well being and economic activity. Mbombela 
Municipality is providing free basic services in terms of the National Policy on free basic services.

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5 OPERATING BUDGET SUMMARY 


A three year operating budget has been prepared including detailed estimates for 2009/10 and 
indicative budget for 2010/1 1 and 201 1/12, to ensure the sustainability of strategies and 
policies incorporated in the IDP. The operating budget for 2009/10 reflects all known sources 
of income at realistic level s of collection and income performance targets. 

The operating budget further addresses the following budget realities: 

a) Building strong and sustainable governance , institutional structures and arrangement 

b) Strengthening the delivery of basic services and ensure sustained infrastructure 
development 

c) Ensuring sound and legally compliant system of financial management 

d) Redefining strategic macro leadership and coordinating structures involving the local, 
district, provincial and National government 

e) Initiating a strong and sustainable local / regional economic development potential 

f) Formulating a broad overarching human capital development 

g) Appropriately responding to the 2010 FIFA World Cup obligations. 


6. FINANCIAL PERFOMANCE (2007/08 and 2008/09) 


The 2007/08 financial year has been successful for Council as the financial performance 
reflected a healthy situation with the surplus and the full year forecast for the 2008/09 financial 
year indicates neither a surplus nor deficit. 
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6.1 OPERATING BUDGET 

With regards to the 2007/08 financial year, an expenditure of R 771 million was funded from 
municipality’s own revenue, operating grants and subsidies from National and Provincial 
government. A similar performance occurred for 2008/09 financial year with R790 million of 
expenditure being funded from own revenue and grant funding. 

6 .2 CAPITAL BUDGET 

The capital budget amounted to R 1 ,2 billion for the 2007/08 financial year. This was funded by 
National and provincial grants in the amount of R 1 billion, R208 million being funded from 
Council own revenue sources and external loans, and R15 million funded through public 
contributions. 

In respect of the 2008/09 financial year, the capital budget increased to R1, 3 billion, mainly as 
the result of the provision for the new soccer stadium and other 2010 related projects 


7. MEDIUM TERM FRAMEWORK: 2009/10 - 2011/12 
7.10PERATING BUDGET 

The operating budget for the budget year 2009/1 0 outlines the operational expenditure 
amounting to R1 007 799 663 (R1 billion). The operational expenditure budget shows a trend 
of 27.4% increase amounting to R216 million, in comparison with the 2008/09 adjusted 
operational budget of R 790 985 000 (R790 million). The growth is mainly attributable to: 

> Cost of bulk purchases (Water & Electricity) 

> 2010 operational projects 

> Cost of addressing service delivery backlogs 

> Repairs and maintenance of infrastructure 

> Employee related costs as a result of provision for 13% salary increase and filling of 
vacant position 

> Impact of increased capital spending on the operating expenditure 
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7.2 CAPITAL BUDGET 

Over the Medium term period, 2009/10 to 201 1/12, capitai spending is projected to reduce to 
R1 ,034,864 000 (R1 biiiion) in 2009/1 0 and then deciining tremendousiy in 2010/1 1 to R 501 
miiiion and R 545 miiiion in 2011/12. The reduction in spending in 2010/11 and 2011/12 is 
primariiy due to the phasing out of 2010 FiFA soccer worid cup projects and reiated projects. 


8. iMPLEMENTATiON OF THE MUNiCiPAL PROPERTY RATES ACT 

The municipai property rates act no. 6 of 2004 wiii be impiemented from 1 Juiy 2009 and 
additionai property rates revenue wiii be generated from the increased revenue base of 
Councii. The new vaiuation roii faciiitates an increase in revenue but wiii aiso have an effect on 
the payment ieveis, bad debts and credit controi poiicies. 

The revenue to be generated from property rates for 2008/09 financiai year is R160 miiiion and 
for 2009/1 0 with the proposed tariff structure and the new vaiuation roii is R302,5 miiiion and 
income foregone (rebates) of R94.7 miiiion, amounting to a net revenue amount of R 207,8 
miiiion . The revenue amount comparativeiy indicates an increase of 29.9% (R47, 8 miiiion) on 
the property rates revenue base of R38 biiiion as per the new municipai vaiuation roii 
compared to R7.5 biiiion according to the current municipai vaiuation roii.

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OVERVIEW ON THE REVENUE BUDGET 

The funding of the operating expenditure for 2009/10 financial year will be made from anticipated 
revenue to be generated from property rates, tariffs and fees on property, services charges, sundry 
charges and unconditional grants. 


The increase of electricity as per the National Treasury guidelines is capped at 31.27% for the 
2009/10 financial year. The revenue anticipated from electricity services is R 308 million which 
represent about 30% of the total revenue budget of R 1, 007 billion for 2009/2010 financial year. In 
terms of the National Energy Regulations Act the municipality should apply annually for approval of 
electricity tariffs by NERSA before implementation. 


The capital revenue sources for funding of the capital budget will be illustrated by the below 
table;

(e) the proposed average increase of 31 ,27% in the electricity tariffs for the 2009/2010 financial 
year be approved in principle and be submitted to the National Energy Regulator of SA for 
their approval in terms of the National Energy Regulator Act, before implementation thereof 
(it be noted that the 2c environmental levy will be borne by Eskom instead of Council and 
the budget be readjusted accordingly); 


(f) the basic services package for the budget year 2009/10 as set out in the report, be 
accepted; 


(g) business plans be compiled for all unfunded projects which are addressing Council's core 
functions, being water and sanitation, electricity, roads and storm water drainage and be 
submitted to the Provincial Government by the end of September 2009 with the view of

(r) all outstanding roll-over projects be added to the 2009/2010 budget. 
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1.3 EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

The planning of the budget preparation process involved consideration of all factors, which 
may have far reaching implications on the annual budget of the municipality. These were; 

a) External Economic factors in particular the global economic crisis 

b) National and Provincial priorities 

c) Policies on tariffs and service charges 

d) Determination of prudent levels of cash reserves 

e) Development of financial performance measures 

f) An analysis of performance trends in terms of operational and capital budget components 

g) REDS as a risk factor to the municipality in reducing the asset base of the municipality 
significantly if REDS established as Public entity. 


1.3.1 External economic factor: economic and social impact of down turn 

While the national and local economies enjoyed lengthy periods of growth during the past 
decade, the global financial slowdown will impinge on this trend over the next few years. This 
is evidenced by a 1 .8% decline in real GDP during the fourth quarter of 2008 the first decline in 
over 10 years. 

For the South African economy, the impacts would result in a reduction in trade and a 
corresponding decline in growth. In terms of local impact from global crisis, a number of small 
companies are undergoing a recession process through a lack of financial resources at their 
disposal. Increased job losses will be experienced as a result of the effects of the down turn 

However with the upcoming 2010 FIFA world cup, a positive marketing impact is expected 
over the next years. 


1.3.2 Alignment with National and Provincial Priorities 

The budget must be aligned with National and Provincial initiatives to ensure optimal impact 
from the combined effort of the government 

The 2009 national government budget is framed by five objectives that guide government’s 
policy response to the global economic crisis over the medium term which are as follows; 

• Protecting the poor. 

• Sustaining employment growth and expanding training opportunities 

• Building economic capacity and promoting investment. 

• Addressing the barriers to competitiveness that limits an equitable sharing of opportunities. 

• Maintaining a sustainable debt level so that our actions today do not constrain our 
development tomorrow. 


In addition, the following Provincial government priorities were taken into consideration in the 
preparation of the 2009/10 budget illustrated below: 
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• Using indigenous to create jobs 

• Supporting the industrial and service sectors to create jobs 

• Reducing the impact of poverty through social services 

• Enhancing social cohesion and developing human capital 

• Strengthening sustainable development 

• Maximizing the provincial benefits from the mining and energy sectors 

• Governance and spatial integration 

Municipal priorities considered when preparing the 2009/10 budgets are indicated as follows: 

• Managing all revenue streams, especially debtors 

• Protecting the poor from the worst impact of the economic downturn 

• Supporting meaningful local economic development (LED) initiatives that foster micro 
and small business opportunities and job creation. 

• Securing the health of their assets base (especially the municipality’s revenue 
generating assets) by increasing spending on repairs and maintenance 

• Expediting spending on capital projects that are funded by conditional grants. 


1.3.3 Budget Goals 

The goals of the budget are aligned with the National budget goals namely; 

• To accelerate growth 

• Job creation 

• Broadening economic participation 

• Reducing poverty 


1.3.4 OPERATING BUDGET SUMMARY 

A three year operating budget has been prepared including detailed estimates for 2009/10 and 
indicative budget for 2010/1 1 and 201 1/12, to ensure the sustainability of strategies and 
policies incorporated in the IDP. The operating budget for 2009/10 reflects all known sources 
of income at realistic level s of collection and income performance targets. 

The operating budget further addresses the following budget realities: 

h) Building strong and sustainable governance , institutional structures and arrangement 

i) Strengthening the delivery of basic services and ensure sustained infrastructure 
development 

j) Ensuring sound and legally compliant system of financial management 

k) Redefining strategic macro leadership and coordinating structures involving the local, 
district, provincial and National government 

l) Initiating a strong and sustainable local / regional economic development potential 

m) Formulating a broad overarching human capital development 
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n) 2010 administration and operational costs. 


1.3.5 FINANCIAL PERFOMANCE (2007/08 and 2008/09) 

The 2007/08 financial year has been successful for Council as the financial performance 
reflected a healthy situation with the surplus and the full year forecast for the 2008/09 financial 
year indicates neither a surplus nor deficit. 


1. 3.5.1 OPERATING BUDGET 

With regards to the 2007/08 financial year, an expenditure of R 771 million was funded from 
municipality’s own revenue, operating grants and subsidies from National and Provincial 
government. A similar performance occurred for 2008/09 financial year with R790 million of 
expenditure being funded from own revenue and grant funding. 

1. 3.5.2 CAPITAL BUDGET 

The capital budget amounted to R 1 ,2 billion for the 2007/08 financial year. This was funded by 
National and provincial grants in the amount of R 1 billion, R208 million being funded from 
Council own revenue sources and external loans, and R15 million funded through public 
contributions. 

In respect of the 2008/09 financial year, the capital budget increased to R1, 3 billion, mainly as 
the result of the provision for the new soccer stadium and other 2010 related projects 


1.3.6 MEDIUM TERM FRAMEWORK: 2009/10-2011/12 
1. 3.6.1 OPERATING BUDGET 

The operating budget for the budget year 2009/1 0 outlines the operational expenditure 
amounting to R1 007 799 663 (R1 billion). The operational expenditure budget shows a trend 
of 27.3% increase amounting to R216 million, in comparison with the 2008/09 adjusted 
operational budget of R 790 985 000 (R790 million). The growth is mainly attributable to: 

• Cost of bulk purchases (Water & Electricity) 

• 2010 operational projects 

• Cost of addressing service delivery backlogs 

• Repairs and maintenance of infrastructure 

• Employee related costs as a result of provision for 13% salary increase and filling of vacant 
position 

• Impact of increased capital spending on the operating expenditure 
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1. 3.6.2 CAPITAL BUDGET 

Over the Medium term period, 2009/10 to 201 1/12, capital spending is projected to reduce to 
R1 ,034,864 000 (R1 billion) in 2009/1 0 and then declining tremendously in 2010/1 1 to R 501 
million and R 545 million in 2011/12. The reduction in spending in 2010/11 and 2011/12 is 
primarily due to the phasing out of 2010 FIFA soccer world cup projects and related projects. 


1.3.7 OPERATIONAL BUDGET ANALYSIS 


1.3.7.1 Operating expenditure 

Employee related costs 

Employee related costs accounts for 29% of the operating budget over the medium term. 
Municipal employees and the skills they bring to the workplace are a critical input in the 
delivery of all services Council delivers. 

Bulk purchases 

Bulk purchases (water and electricity) accounts for 21 % of the total operating budget for 
the 2009/10 budget year. 


Provision for bad debts 

The calculation for bad debts for the 2009/1 00 financial year was done in terms of the 
time base method. Provision for debts older than 121 days was made. Looking at the 
previous financial year and the current financial year comparison to determine the rate of 
increase/ decrease in outstanding debtors. 

This information was used to give a projected amount as per the rate of increase for the 
2009/10 financial year. An amount of R 7 million will be written off in the 2008/09 financial 
against the provision for bad debt. 


2010 Operating budget 

The 2010 Unit budget with the total operational expenditure of R66 million, accounts for 
the second largest component of the operating budget with operational projects (key 2010 
operational projects) amounting to R35 million that accounts for 54% of the 2010 unit 
operating budget and accounts for 3.5% of the total operating budget. The interest on 
external loan of R 25,5 million accounts for 39% of the 2010 unit operating budget. 
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The Office of the Executive Mayor with the total operating budget of R 17 million accounts 
for the third largest component of the operating budget with the following key budget cost 
drivers: 

• Communications and IGR Strategy 

• Establishment of the Executive Mayor’s Office 

• Municipal Growth and Development strategy 

• Rural Nodal Development Social Facilitation 

• Socio Economic Based line study 


1.3.7.2 Operating revenue 

Electricity accounts for 30% of the total operating revenue budget, with 1 .27% increase 
variance from the 2008/2009 tariffs. Property rates income will increase by 29.9% in 
comparison with the 2008/2009 income, accounting for 20% of the total operating income. 


1.3.8 CAPITAL BUDGET 

The growth in capital expenditure on new infrastructure assets in 
previously under-serviced areas means that over time, the infrastructure 
has to be maintained to keep it in good working condition. In historically 
serviced areas, the continued maintenance of existing infrastructure also 
needed the same attention. Expenditure on repairs and maintenance 
amounts to R 85 million for the 2009/10 budget year.

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1.5 OVERVIEW OF THE ANNUAL BUDGET PROCESS 

A municipal budget process is governed by the Municipal Finance Management Act no. 56 of 2003 and 
the Municipal Systems Act. The budget/integrated Development Plan (IDP) review process is initiated 
with the approval of the schedule of key deadlines relating to budget process ten months before the 
start of the budget year. 

The Mayor of a municipality in accordance with section 21(1) of the MFMA must co-ordinate the 
processes for preparing the annual budget and for reviewing the Integrated Development Plan of the 
municipality and budget related policies to ensure that the tabled budget and any revisions of the IDP 
and budget related policies are mutually consistent and credible. 

The Mayor must further table before Council a time schedule outlining key deadlines for the preparation, 
tabling and approval of the annual budget. This schedule of key deadlines provides a roadmap to be 
followed in the preparation of the budget by all stakeholders. This schedule was finally approved by 
Council on 30 September 2008 after having been adopted by Council in principle on 27 August 2008. 
The Mayor of a municipality in terms of section 53 (1) of the MFMA must provide general political 
guidance over the budget process and the priorities that guide the preparation of the MTREF budget.

The free basic electricity, refuse removal and rebate on property rates is granted to poor households 
who are registered as indigent households in terms of the Indigent Policy. The free basic water and 
sewerage is provided to all domestic or residential users of water and sewerage irrespective whether is 
an approved indigent household or not. The cost of providing this free basic services for 2009/10 
financial year is been budgeted as follows;

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1.8 OVERVIEW OF BUDGET RELATED POLICIES 


The following budget related policies have been reviewed or are currently being reviewed / amended in line with 
MFMA and the Municipal System Act. 

4.5.1 Tariff Policy 

The Municipal system Act requires Council to adopt a Tariff Policy. The general financial management functions 
covered in section 62 of the MFMA includes the implementation of a tariff policy. The tariff policy takes into 
consideration all applicable legislation. 


4.5.2 Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy 

This policy has been developed in line with section 96(b) and 98 of the local Government Municipal system Act, 
2000 and the credit control and debt collection By-Law. 


4.5.3 Free Basic Services Policy 

This policy has been developed to address non affordability of services by indigent communities. 


4.5.4 Investment of funds, reserves, borrowing and cash management 

Investment of cash is managed and invested in accordance with the municipality’s approved investment policy 
which is aligned with National Treasury’s municipal investment regulations implemented 01 April 2005. 


4.5.5 Supply Chain Management Policy 

In terms of the section 111 of the MFMA a municipality must adopt and implement a supply chain management 
policy which gives effect to the requirements of the Act. This policy is currently being reviewed in line with the 
restructuring the unit. 


4.5.6 Asset Management policy 

This policy complies with all relevant legislative requirements including: 

• The Constitution of the Republic Of South Africa, 1 996; 

• Municipal Structures Act, 1 1 998; 

• Municipal Systems Act,2000 

• Division of Revenue Act (enacted annually) 

• Municipal Finance Management Act, 56 of 2003 

It further complies with standards specified by the Accounting Standard Board. The relevant currently recognized 
accounting standards include:

2.3.2 CREDIT RATING OUTLOOK 

As an indicator of risk, a credit rating is essential for municipalities to access capital markets. A good 
rating reduces the cost of financing while a bad rating will result in a premium being demanded to offer 
the increased risk. Moody’s Investor Service has issued an opinion on its latest rating report for 
Mbombela Municipality illustrated below:

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2.3.3 IMPLEMENTATION OF THE MUNICIPAL PROPERTY RATES ACT 

The municipal property rates act no. 6 of 2004 will be implemented from 1 July 2009 and additional 
property rates revenue will be generated from the increased revenue base of Council. The new 
valuation roll facilitates an increase in revenue but will also have an effect on the payment levels, bad 
debts and credit control policies. 

The revenue to be generated from property rates for 2008/09 financial year is R160 million and for 
2009/10 with the proposed tariff structure and the new valuation roll is R302,5 million and income 
foregone (rebates) of R94.7 million, amounting to a net revenue amount of R 207,8 million . The 
revenue amount comparatively indicates an increase of 29.9% (R47, 8 million) on the property rates 
revenue base of R38 billion as per the new municipal valuation roll compared to R7.5 billion according 
to the current municipal valuation roll.

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OVERVIEW ON THE REVENUE BUDGET 

The funding of the operating expenditure for 2009/10 financial year will made from anticipated revenue 
to be generated from property rates, tariffs and fees on property, services charges, sundry charges and 
unconditional grants. 


The increase of electricity as per the National Treasury guidelines is capped at 31.27% for the 2009/10 
financial year. The revenue anticipated from electricity services is R 308 million which represent about 
30% of the total revenue budget of R 1 , 007 billion for 2009/2010 financial year. In terms of the National 
Energy Regulations Act the municipality should apply annually for approval of electricity tariffs by 
NERSA before implementation. 

On 22 May 2009 a meeting was held with the representative of the National Energy Regulator of South 
Africa (NERSA) in Pretoria for the municipality to present the proposed increase of the electricity tariffs 
for 2009/10 financial year. NERSA provisionally recommended a 30.5% increase for the municipality 
subject to lodging of formal application by the municipality, subsequent to the meeting held on 22 May 
2009 NERSA issued a notice informing municipalities to include a 2c/kwh environmental levy imposed 
by National Treasury on electricity services and a further 0.5c/kwh to improve energy efficiency but the 
increase should be within set limit allowed of 34% when the 2.5c/kWh is included on the electricity tariffs 
as a result the increase for 2009/1 0 financial year will be 31 .27%. 

The anticipated revenue from water, sewerage and refuse removal services will be R 91,9 million, 
representing 9% of the total revenue budget. The average increase on tariffs and fees for this services 
charge is 9%.

1. DEFINITIONS

“By-Law” means the Rates By-Law promulgated in terms of section 6 of the Act 

“Municipality” means the Mbombela Local Municipality 

2. THE FOLLOWING DETERMINATIONS SHALL COME INTO EFFECT FROM 01 JULY 2009 

2.1 The general rate shall be 0.6452 cent in the Rand before considering any applicable rate ratios in terms 
of part eight of the by-law. 

2.2 The rate shall be based on the market value of all rateable categories of properties appearing on the 
general valuation roll and subsequent supplementary valuation rolls of the municipality. 

2.3 In terms of section 8.4 of the By-Law the following rate ratios have been applied for determination of the 
cent in the Rand for the different categories of properties; 

(a) Residential Property to Residential Property the ratio shall be 1:1; 

(b) Residential Property to Agricultural Property the ratio shall be 1 :0.25; 

(c) Residential Property to Business Property the ratio shall be 1 :2.5; 

(d) Residential Property to Government Property the ratio shall be 1 :3; 

(e) Residential Property to Public Service Infrastructure Property the ratio shall be 1 :0.25; 

(f) Residential Property to Mining Property the ratio shall be 1 :2.5; and 

(g) Residential Property to Other Property the ratio shall be 1 :2.5. 

2.4 The determination of rates for the different categories of properties before considering any applicable 
rebates shall be as follows; 

2.4.1 A cent in the Rand of 0.6452 shall be applicable to a residential property; 

2.4.2 A cent in the Rand of 0.1 61 3 shall be applicable to an agricultural property; 

2.4.3 A cent in the Rand of 1 .61 30 shall be applicable to a business property; 

2.4.4 A cent in the Rand of 1 .9356 shall be applicable to a government property; 

2.4.5 A cent in the Rand of 0.1613 shall be applicable to a public service infrastructure property; 

2.4.6 A cent in the Rand of 1.6130 shall be applicable to a mining property; 

2.4.7 A cent in the Rand of 1.6130 shall be applicable to other property; and 

2.4.8 A cent in the Rand of 0.6452 shall be applicable to a rural communal and state trust land. 
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3. THE FOLLOWING RELIEF MEASURES SHALL APPLY IN TERMS OF PART NINE OF THE BY-LAW ON 
CATEGORY OF SPECIFIC PROPERTIES 


3.1 EXEMPTIONS 

3.1.1 The first R80 000.00 of a market value of a residential property shall be exempted from levying of 
property rates; 

3.1 .2 The first 30% of a market of a public service infrastructure property shall be exempted from levying of 
property rates; 

3.1.3 A municipal property shall be 1 00% exempted from levying of property rates; 

3.1.4 A place of worship, including an official residence registered in the name of the community shall be

(c) A rebate of 7.5% shall apply if the farmer provides portable water and electricity to the dwellings 
of farm workers; and 

(d) A rebate of 7.5% shall apply if the farmer provides land for cemetery or educational or recreational 
purposes to the farm workers within the property. 

3.2.2 A rebate of 100% on property rates shall apply to state trust and rural communal property. 

3.2.3 A phase-in rebate of 75% on property rates shall apply to all newly rateable properties. 

3.2.4 The following affordability rebates shall apply to different categories of properties; 

(a) A rebate of 28% on property rates shall apply to a business property; 

(b) A rebate of 30% on property rates shall apply to a residential property; and 

(c) A rebate of 10% on property rates shall apply to other property. 

4. THE FOLLOWING REBATES SHALL APPLY IN TERMS OF PART NINE OF THE BY-LAW TO 

CATEGORY OF SPECIFIC OWNERS OF PROPERTIES 

4.1 Indigent owners or household shall be granted a 100% rebate on their property rates account. 

4.2 Retired people over the age of 60 years and with annual income exceeding the threshold value in terms 
of indigent policy shall be granted rebates on their property rates account as follows;

4.5 A rebate of 25% shall be granted on property rates account to an owner of a property in a privately 
developed townships or estates or complexes situated in unproclaimed areas where the municipality 
does not provide any community services. 

4.6 A rebate of 10% shall be granted on property rates account to an owner of property in a privately 
developed townships or estates or complexes situated in proclaimed areas where the municipality does 
not maintain any of the community services. 

4.7 A rebate of 100% shall be granted on property rates account to an owner of a property situated in a 
proclaimed township within a rural communal and state trust land. 

4.8 A rebate of 100% shall be granted on property rates account to a property owned by a Public Benefit 
organization. 

5. The following category of owners are requested to apply for the rebates as stated above in terms of part nine 
of the rates by-law; 

5.1 Retired people who are 60 years of age and above; 

5.2 Owners of bed and breakfast, guest houses and lodges; 

5.3 Owners of small, very small and micro businesses; 

5.4 Owners of privately developed townships, estates or complexes 

5.5 Owners of properties used for public benefit activities; and 

5.6 Owners of agricultural properties
